Editorial . 


N” too long ago, having moved to a new area, I visited a 
number of the churches in its surrounding towns and 
was surprised to find how much of their attendance de- 
pended not on their doctrine, but on their approach. One 
church had the largest Sunday school enrollment because 
it had the most comprehensive program of Christian educa- 
tion. Another was attracting the “better” people in the area 
(and those who wished they were) because of the appealing 
cynicism in the sermons and the aggressive efforts of the 
social director. 

In the first church an effort had been made to see that 
the curriculum was of the highest level possible. And a 
parallel effort was made to interest the congregation in the 
total church program. Church officers welcomed worshipers 
as they arrived. Members made new comers feel welcome 
with friendly hellos, but did not create discomfort with 
over-effervescence. 

The first time I went to the second church, a woman 
squirmed past the others in the aisle where I was sitting 
and began talking to me during the service. She introduced 
herself as the social director of the church and began an 
extensive questioning. Without being rude, I tried to termi- 
nate the talk, but she was persistent about having my name 
and essential particulars. Sometime later she came to visit 
me. I explained that I was new in the area, that I was not 
a member of her church’s denomination, and that I had 
just been visiting. Rather than encourage me to return as 
a visitor, she persisted in selling the idea of membership. 
Her sales talk was based on their extensive social program. 
Several young women, she said, had met their husbands 
through this church’s social activities. The most prominent 
people in the community, she continued, were members, and 
many people had furthered their secular activities, social 
and business, through membership. 

It’s too early to tell which of these churches will have 
the largest lasting membership. But the quality of their 
approaches seems no less questionable. While they were 
both of the same denomination, one was “advertising” and 
the other was . The dictionary says that to adver- 
tise is to give information to the public, to inform. To sell

selling 
is to dispose of for a price, to “deal.” 

A reaching out of some sort is imperative as a part of 
adequate church administration. There were other churches 
in the area which barely kept the same membership from 
year to year regardless of population growth. They were 
working hard in the immediate confines of their church, 
but were missing the opportunity of even letting new resi- 
dents know they existed. They were not advertising, per- 
haps, because they were afraid of selling. 

The line between the two is thin, but it need never be

Architect's 
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Notes

What to Look for in Your Architect 


Choosing an architect is much like deciding on a doctor. 
The choice may depend on a variety of reasons, from the 
trivial to the most considered. For instance, an architect 
may be commissioned simply because he’s a pleasant fel- 
low, or he might be a relative of some powerful member of 
the congregation. Then again, the decision could come 
because of the recommendations of other church building 
committees, or through a generally well-known good repu- 
tation. Whatever method is used, good or bad, frivolous or 
serious, definite information on the candidate should be 


| sought from as many of the usual logical sources as possible. 


The following questions should be asked concerning the 
architect candidate: 

1. Does he tend to ignore budget limitations and the 
financial resources of the client? 

2. Is he aware that this is a special world of land, 
weather, children, dogs and people? 

3. Does he go off on tangents of infatuation with his 
own designs so that he forces the whole concept of the 
plan in order to accommodate some design device with 
which he has fallen in love? 

4. Does he understand the basic laws of physics govern- 
ing the performance of materials? 

5. Does he design for his client, or is he more concerned 
with getting his work published in the slick architectural 
magazines and thus impress other architects? 

6. Does he slavishly copy the eclectic forms of modern or 
traditional design without understanding the functional and 
fundamental reasons for these forms? 

7. Does he ignore the site problems of topography, cli- 
mate, traffic, neighbor nuisances, and privacy? 

8. Does he act as though beauty were the only aim, sac- 
rificing convenience, function and common sense, or has he 
demonstrated his conviction that beauty in architecture 
emerges most surely when brilliant solutions are found for 
the problems of convenience, function, and performance? 
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Artist vs. Architect? 

An architect is a peculiar mixture 
of engineer, businessman, and artist. 
When it is suggested that perhaps ar- 
chitects are not artists in the true fine 
arts sense of the word, most architects 
become justifiably indignant. However 
justified their indignation may be at 
this opprobrium, it must be recognized 
that there are areas of difference in 
the art of the architect and that of 
other creative artists. This difference, 
not always clearly understood, creates 





the illusion that the engineer-business- 
man aspects of the architect predom- 


inate at the expense of the artist char- | 


acteristic. 

Architects often voice the hopeful 
opinion that to live in a well designed 
building and to be exposed to good ar- 
chitecture is somehow beneficial. This 
premise is difficult to prove, evidence 
to support it is always elusive. In order 
to isolate the difference in the art cre- 
ated by architects versus other arts, it is 
first necessary to think of the effect of 
people on architecture rather than of 
the effect of architecture on people. 

The painter creates his art when he 
places paint on canvas—the sculptor, 
the moment the form emerges from 
clay. Both need someone to see their 
work, but the art is there whether or 
not seen by others than the artist him- 
self. The work exists simply because 
it has been energized through the 
doing. In drama, on the other hand, 
existence depends upon interpretation 
by actors acting out the play before it 
comes into being as a work of art. It 
can be argued that as in reading Shake- 
speare’s plays, the mere reading gives 
existence to the drama, but this is more 
akin to the way the written words of 
a novel become existent when read 
and understood. Music can only be- 
come an existing work of art when it 
is played. True, there are some gifted 
musicians who can read a score and 
hear the sound, but these people are 
very rare indeed. It can safely be said 
then that, in spite of the reading of 
music and drama, these, together with 
the ballet which is both music and 
drama, must have interpreters (the per- 
formers, the actors, the performing mu- 
sicians, the conductors, the dancers) 
before the creation is energized into an 
artistic thing.

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ge as a strong focal point for 
the campus and a symbol of the 
centrality and importance of religion 
in the school’s curriculum, Christ 
Chapel, Episcopal Academy, Over- 
brook, Pennsylvania, stands in the form 
of a Greek cross enclosed by four slop- 
ing gable roofs joined under a central 
steeple. Designed for 600 boys and fac- 
ulty of the middle and upper schools, 
the requirements for the building were 
carefully conceived by a committee of 
students, faculty, alumni and trustees. 
They asked that the chapel be intimate, 
yet lofty; that it use the cross freely; 


that it express the central role of reli- 
gion in education. The architect, Vin- 
cent G. Kling, A.1.A., Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania has very successfully met 
these requirements within the budget 
provided. 

The Greek cross plan meets two im- 
portant requirements of daily 10 min- 
ute Chapel services—the intimate con- 
tact between the student and the center 
of interest, and the easy movement of 
the students and faculty to and from 
services in a short period of time. There 
are three entrances, and even the outer-

Natural materials in the structure re- 
late it to the site. The copper roof is 
supported by laminated wood arches, 
rooted in the ground. Under this, em- 
bracing the seating area, is a low wall 
of native field stone. The entrance 
arches provide appropriate settings for 
gables of stained glass. Natural lighting 
is used for a variety of effects: through 
the oculus, it dramatically accents the 
altar and a suspended overhead cross; 
through the windows between the roof 
and walls, it supplements the diffused 
interior light; through the gables, it 
illuminates the stained glass to be seen 
from inside beyond the altar and oppos- 
ing seats. The beautiful mosaic glass 
main portal was executed in Chartres, 
France, for the Studios of George L. 
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The gabled roof of Christ Chapel rises to a height of 
almost 50 feet over the central altar. The design for 
the chapel received the 1960 Award of Excellence for 
religious buildings given by the Philadelphia Chapter,

Architect Kling has said: “Christ 
Chapel expresses our endeavor to cre- 
ate a focal place on campus where 
young boys, in but a few minutes each 
day, can readily find communion with 
God, their preceptors, and each other.” 
That this endeavor has succeeded, there 
can be no question. The basic reason 
why good aesthetic taste and high- 
grade building performance are found 
in this structure is because architect, 
builder, and client have been able to 
come together in a working relationship 
where each was able to understand and 
share the problems of the others. In so 
doing they comprehended the totality 
of the process instead of mere segments 
of it. 

The total cost of Christ Chapel, in- 
cluding fees and the price of a new 
organ, was $400,000.00. This was a 
reasonable price, indeed, for a building 
that has beauty, utility, and economy. 
With the editors of The Christian Cen- 
tury, we agree with its “honesty and 
inner logic” and “we envy the boys 
who will worship there.”

ema Lutheran Church, aside 
from satisfying the requirements of 
liturgy and program, is an excellent 
example of compactness, retaining good 
circulation in all areas and using a 
minimum of corridor space. Flexibility 
and the multiple use of space, two sig- 
nificant guiding criteria in modern 
architecture, have been articulated to a 
significant degree. For example, most 
areas in the building are designed for 
use as classroom space on Sunday morn- 
ing while still serving other functions 
which take place on week days. The 
lounge is furnished so as to allow its 
use by older children as well as adults. 
A high school room is used both as a 
room for a Sunday school class group 
and its activities and as a room for the 
choir with choir storage favilities ad- 
jacent. 

Important also in the design of this 
church was the emphasis placed upon 
minimum maintenance. Durable _fin- 
ishes were given high priority, particu-

larly on the exterior. Most exposed 
wood surfaces were eliminated and ex- 
tensive use was made of low-mainte- 
nance aluminum and porcelain finishes. 

Natural light was an element that was 
given considerable thought in the de- 
sign of the structure. The entrance of 
light into the nave is controlled by the 
use of opaque and translucent panels. A 
good uniform light situation was de- 
veloped. determined by the Minnesota 
climate, by using opaque panels in two- 
thirds of the area on the south side of 
the building and in only one-third of 
the area on the north side. 

Costing 81 cents per cubic foot, 
which is below national average, Re- 
deemer Lutheran Church will seat 429 
persons in the nave and will provide 
for a Sunday school of more than 150 
children. The exterior of the building 
is of lannon stone while the interior 
walls are exposed lightweight block.

The building here illustrated for Faith Congregational 
Church, Glen Ellyn, Illinois, is the first unit of a master 
plan. Within a budget of $40,000 to $50,000 and seating 
requirements for 125 persons, the design problems for this 
structure were typical of those of a first unit, that is, the 
satisfaction of all the functions of an active church group, 
including worship, education, social, etc. Said the archi- 
tect: “In designing the building I felt it mandatory to seek 
first and foremost a simple plan as flexibie as possible with 
a capacity for expansion in the short period of time. At the 
same time this simple building must, by all means, contain 
an ecclesiastical spirit in its very essence. The idea of 
the building as a church was vitally important for future 
growth.” 

Essentially, the plan for Faith Congregational is star 
shaped, created by superimposing one square upon another. 
Within this is the sanctuary, entrance to which is secured 
by two vestibules. The vestibules also open into multi- 
purpose areas. Materials will include brick and glass walls, 
laminated wood roof, concrete piers, and copper steeple. The 
focal point of the sanctuary will be the communion table 
which will be placed directly under the steeple and a sky- 
light.

The Task of Church Architecture 


— task of church architecture 
varies from age to age, and we 
can only speak of its task in our time 
and in our place. I wish to defend the 
thesis that church architecture’s present 
task is to rescue itself and the churches 
of today from a heresy or a blight that 
has limited their vision and their equip- 
ment for today’s work in the world. 
Such an idea must be seen in the larger 
context of church architecture and its 
relation to the Word of God and life in 
the church. 

Today church architecture, I am 
sure we can agree, is suffering from the 
embarrassments of its successes. Were 
this not so, we would not gather so 
eagerly in architectural or ecclesiasti- 
cal circles to discuss the problems 
(other than financial!) of church 
building at a moment when, superf- 
cially speaking. there seem to be few 
problems. Only a decade or so ago 
church architects, or at least the more 
venturesome among them, had less diff 
culty defining their task and their goal. 
They had found a foil, a villain; it is 
always easier to achieve good ends 
when passions and energies can be 
single-mindedly directed. The villain, 
at the time, was the bondage to the past 
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which the post-war generation first felt 
as it set about again to build. A genera- 
tion that had come back from the war 
and out of the depression wanted to 
“play it safe” and find false securities 
through expressions of cosmic nostalgia 
—escape, as it were, to the Middle Ages 
and into cultural irrelevance. 

The achievements of architects and 
theologians in the intervening years 
have been most impressive. The one 
billion dollars that was expended last 
year for the building of religious struc- 
tures was largely devoted to competent 
design that grew out of conversation 
with churchmen who asked less often, 
“Which ancient style should we em- 
ploy?” and more often, “What is 
the use of this building, and what 
should it say?” The difference in ques- 
tion represents a specific turn in the 
road in church history in our time, and 
has made it possible for us to turn our 
back on the disasters of building in the 
1920s. But even when the proper ques- 
tion was asked. most of us felt that the 
answers were seldom memorable. Even 
in asking the question of use and ex- 
pression we may remain superficial. 
The new task of church architecture is 
to help set that question into a more 
profound context. 

In short, today’s villain is not bond- 
age to the past but mediocrity and 
superficiality as it is found in the suc- 
cesses of churchmen and _ architects 
alike. I see no point in assessing the 
blame and assigning it all to one camp. 
It is an occupational disease of archi- 
tects to commiserate with each other 
too often; they share this disease with 
admirals, who mourn lost ships and 
obsolete navies, and clergymen, who 
mourn lost souls and obsolete missions. 
It simply will not do to blame building 
committees and the politics of church- 
manship; the variety of expressions 
that dot the churchly landscape of our 
nation suggest that freedom to experi- 
ment is now granted. 


Nor is the problem one of technical 
competence. Robert Jungk in a book, 
The Future Has Already Begun, points 
out that moderns really believe that 
man can do anything. I believe we all 
work on that assumption; there need 
be no permanently closed doors. We 
will conquer cancer, we will reach the 
moon; there are no unanswerables. 
So, too, some of us have faith that 
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technically architects can do anything. 
They their 
parabaloids as if on skyhooks and 
achieve almost any effect a congrega- 


can suspend concrete 


tion seeks. But, again, this can be done 
at the expense of “the thing” itself; 
what should the building do and say? 

As I begin to suggest an answer, I 
will be embarrassed if this will be ac- 
cepted as a suggestion for dogmatic, 
self-conscious, self-confident expression. 
We have had enough dissipation of 
theology into “theologies of ...”, and 
“theology of church building” is one of

these wastings of energy. No, when 
architects are too self-consciously the- 
ological, when they are too elaborately 
articulate in expression the result is 
often embarrassing. A lover may have 
memorized all the lines and then ap- 
proached his beloved gracelessly; a 
dancer who still counts his one-two- 
threes of foot-placement usually places 
his feet all over his partner’s. An archi- 
tect who has to be too relevant, too 
obvious in his symbolism (building 
“fishes” and “crosses” and all the other

The Cornerstone Ceremony 


By Rev. Nicholas Titus 


sew excavation is completed, the 
footings are poured, the basement 
is finished, and now the walls of the 
church are begirining to rise. The time 
has come for the ceremony of the lay- 
ing of the cornerstone. 


But, how shall this be done? What 
preparations are necessary? How can 
the cornerstone laying be made a sig- 
nificant and meaningful event for the 
members of the congregation? 


There is good Biblical basis for the 
importance of the cornerstone. We find 
this especially in Ephesians 2:19ff: 


So then you are no longer strangers and 
sojourners, but you are fellow citizens 
with the saints and members of the house- 
hold of God, built upon the foundation 
of the apostles and prophets, Christ Jesus 
himself being the chief cornerstone, in 
whom the whole structure is joined to- 
gether and grows into a holy temple in 
the Lord, in whom you also are built into 
it for a dwelling place of God in the 

Spirit. 

The cornerstone apparently had great 
significance for the builders in New 
It had to do with 
“joining together” the whole structure. 


Testament times. 
The cornerstone must have been the 
point which marked out the lines of 
the building. It was this stone which 
gave the building its proper dimension 
and angle. It brought unity to the 
structure. 

Today, the cornerstone is the name 
given to the specially prepared stone 
or block which serves a number of pur- 
poses. Among these purposes are: 

1—A symbol of the beginning of the 

erection of a structure. 
2—lIdentification of the 
and, or, the date of building. 


structure 





3—A receptacle for various articles 
which tell the story of the build- 
ing and the group it serves. 


A Symbol of Beginning 


Up until now much of the building 
has been below ground or at ground 
level. Now that the walls of the church 
are beginning to rise, it is most appro- 
priate to have a cornerstone laying 
ceremony. This can be done early in 
the construction of the walls, or even 
at a later time, providing a space is 
left at the selected corner for the stone. 
Incidentally, the place selected for the 
cornerstone should be in a prominent 
location, where it can be seen easily by 
the worshippers or by those who pass 
by the church. 

The placing of this stone is symbolic 
of the fact that the building is in proc- 
ess. The building is going up. The 
laying of this stone is a way of signal- 
ing the beginning of the raising of the 
structure. 

The gathering of the congregation 
for this event is an opportunity for 
uniting the people in the project. 
There may have been doubts and mis- 
givings about the building program. 
Now that the walls are going up, there 
is tangible evidence of progress. It is 
a time for rejoicing, thanksgiving, and 
for a further dedication to the task. 
This can be done appropriately at the 
beginning of the project by a ceremony 
of cornerstone laying. 


Identification of the Structure 
Many cornerstones carry the name 
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of the church and the date of the build- 
ing. These are engraved into the stone 
itself. Some churches have included 
the date of the organization of the con- 
gregation as well as the building date. 
Today, since there are other means 
of identifying the church with the use 
of signs and bulletin boards, there 
seems to be a tendency to engrave only 
the date of the building on the corner- 
stone. Sometimes a cross: or other 
Christian symbol is included. 


If the

A roped-off area could mark out the 
place where participants are to stand. 
Participants should be coached earlier 
on the part they are to play. They 
should be in their proper places at the 
beginning of the service, so that no 
time is lost while they come up to make 
their presentation. 





Since the program takes place in 
the out-of-doors, it might be well to 
make use of a public address system 
so that all may hear the proceedings. 
A platform might need to be erected if 
the cornerstone is beyond easy reach 
of the participants. 

The mortar should be prepared in 
just enough time so that it will be ready 
to use. A trowel should be acquired 
especially for the occasion. This trowel 
can later be nickel-plated and_ placed 
inside the new building as a memento

as well as its present membership and 
worship. These items can be included 
in the ceremony as presentations by 
members of the congregation. Appro- 
priate scripture can be read by the 
congregation as the items are presented. 
The cornerstone laying ceremony at 
the end of this article is suggestive of 
the kind of things which can be placed 
in a cornerstone. 

Sometimes the articles to be included 
are placed temporarily inside a copper 
box and temporarily sealed. Later. the 
box is hermetically sealed, so that in 
future centuries its contents may be in 
as good condition as possible. 

Some churches have included such 
up-to-the-minute records as_ polaroid 
pictures and a tape recording of the 
actual ceremony. These would neces- 
sarily have to be presented toward the 
end of the program. 

There is an element of hope and 


pride as the articles are placed in the | 


cornerstone. It is hoped that future 
generations may come across this rec- 
ord of achievement on the part of their 
forefathers. There is a justifiable feel- 
ing of pride in filling this time capsule 
for their children’s children to see.

Upgrading Christian Education 


WwW can be done to improve to- 
day’s Christian education? In or- 
der to improve contemporary Christian 
education in a significant way, we need 
to upgrade our philosophy of Christian 
education, our channels of participa- 
tion, and our leadership, both volun- 
teer and professional. 


Upgrading Our Philosophy 

The first necessity is a clear idea of 
what we are trying to accomplish. Take 
an opinion poll in any congregation, 
and the result is likely to be such a 
variety of different ideas about the 
purpose of Christian education that the 
whole enterprise seems to spell confu- 
sion. Are we trying to mediate the good 
life to our boys and girls? Are we try- 
ing to instruct them in the Christian 
faith? Are we trying to impress them 
with their social and citizenship re- 
sponsibilities as Christians? Are we 
trying to fortify them with sturdy char- 
acter? What are we trying to accom- 
plish by worship, by teaching the Bible, 
by engaging persons in projects of mis- 
sion and social action? 

Clearly, what is needed is a focus for 
the task, one that we have thought 
through carefully, and that we share 
together. In terms of such a purpose, 
we might be somewhat assured that 
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our efforts are directed toward the 
same end, and are not scattered hap- 
hazardly. 

Such a common focus is provided by 
the idea that everything we do in Chris- 
tian education is in order that all per- 
sons may be alertiy aware of. and re- 
spond fully to. the gospel. The gospel 
is the whole of God’s Word to us. Our 
true humanity is unattainable except in 
terms of God’s renewal of our lives and 
spirits. The promise and actuality of 
that renewal, that redemption. is seen 
in the love that He had for His way- 
ward people through the centuries. in 
the love with which He came to us in 
Jesus Christ, and in the love with which 
He died, rose in triumph, and lives 
eternally. The gospel is a true word 
about ourselves, more realistic than we 
are able to endure. The gospel is a true 
word about God and His incredible 
love. The gospel is a true word about 
the possibility of a true humanity, as 
we shed our old selves by responding 
to His love. The gospel is a true word 
about the new life of mission and min- 
istry in His name. 

To bring all persons to alert aware- 
ness of this great reality, and to show 
them how they may respond to it fully, 
is the task that motivates and unites 
Christian educators. This awareness 


and response will mean a Christian edu- 
cation program in the local church cen- 
tered upon Christian self-realization for 
the individual, the redemption of the 
world and its release from violence and 
injustice, the growth of the person in 
the warmth and challenge to the wor- 
shipping and witnessing fellowship. the 
search for God’s will and the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit in all of life’s affairs, 
full and dedicated discipleship in ana- 
lyzing and meeting the needs of the 
world, and the perspective of the eter- 
nal hope for all God’s creation and crea- 
tures. 

This common task uniting all Chris- 
tian educators is not one of conformity. 
The very nature of the gospel, chal- 
lenging each person in a unique and 
personal way, prevents casting in one 
mold. To be led by the Holy Spirit. to 
maintain the fellowship, to honor di- 
versity of gifts, to serve one Lord and 
those whom He loves, prevents confu- 
sion without stifling our individualities. 
To see Christian education in such light 
means to upgrade it with a philosophy 
that unites and enriches it, keeping it 
close to its true task. 


Upgrading Our Channels of 
Participation 
The chief channels of our participa 
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tion in Christian education are the 
church and the family. The church acts 
as a channel of participation through 
the worship and work of the congrega- 
tion, and through its school—the Sun- 
day church school and its other educa- 
tional activities. The family acts as a 
channel of participation since it is the 
setting in which most of our basic val- 
ues are fostered. 

The Christian education situation in 
the local church presents a somewhat 
complex picture. The Sunday church 
school, which is usually the chief agen- 
cy of Christian education in the parish, 
is augmented by Sunday evening ac- 
tivities for youth and adults, by the 
weekday church school, by clubs and 
Scouts, by the vacation church school, 
by men’s and women’s work, and other 
activities. Occasionally the parish spon- 
sors a day school, either a nursery 
school or an elementary or high school. 
When poorly organized, this complex 
situation results in duplication and 
overlapping, with overattention to cer- 
tain functions, and lack of attention to 
others. When well organized. each con- 
tributes its considered part to the ac- 
complishment of the whole purpose of 
Christian education in a comprehensive 
and balanced way. 

The principle that needs to be ap- 
plied rigorously to the church’s educa- 
tional program is the functional prin- 
ciple. Each agency and activity should 
be studied carefully to determine what 
its indispensable role in Christian edu- 
cation is, and how it is fulfilling its re- 
sponsibility for that role. Then the 
whole Christian education task of the 
church should be studied, so that it 
may become apparent what needs to be 
eliminated, what needs to be changed, 
and what needs to be added. Such co- 
ordinated functional planning is an in- 
tegral step in upgrading the Christian 
education work of the parish. 

The co-ordinated functional planning 
should be in the hands of a committee, 
board, or commission composed of the 
most capable and enlightened persons 
in the church, persons who know and 
have a real personal concern for the 
whole work of the church and especial- 
ly its educational work. This group will 
not manage the affairs of the educa- 
tional groups and agencies in the 
church—that is the job of the officers 
and leaders of each agency. Rather, 
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this group will constitute a cell of edu- 
cational concern at the heart of the 
parish, working to conveive the task in 
its fullest dimensions and at the same 
time to be in constant contact and con- 
sultation with the persons who are man- 
aging the work. Planning in terms of 
the functional principle, this group will 
not represent the interests of any one 
group, but will have the interests of all 
on their minds and hearts. They will 
suggest changes and new ideas, and will 
co-ordinate the plans and work of the 
whole. 








Thus, there is a possibility that the 
existing fragmentation and overlapping 
may be replaced by a dynamic unity of 
purpose and operation in the parish. 
Guided by a clear and shared sense of 
purpose, and unafraid of change. the 
parish may inspect and order its edu- 
cational life functionally. This will ben- 
efit all concerned—the children. youth 
and adults of the parish, the Christian 
education leaders, the clergy and other 
professional leaders, and the commu- 
nity at large. Effective long-range plan-

Visualizing the Building Program 


Non-Projected Materials 


The number and types of non-pro- 
jected materials that can be used to 
visualize the church’s program of build- 
ing are almost limitless. A good audio- 
visual aids sub-committee can almost 
allow their imagination to run wild in 
this respect. 

For example, it is extremely impor- 
tant that church members see the pre- 
liminary plans of their new building at 
the earliest opportunity. A good simple 
drawing can be secured from the archi- 
tect which can then be reproduced by 
printing or mimeograph methods and 
distributed to the membership. Such a 
distribution should preferably be done 
at a meeting of the membership so that 
the preliminary plans can be suitably 
accompanied by explanations from the 
building committee chairman. By dis- 
tributing these drawings the building 
committee is making the church mem- 
bership a part of the working team. It 
will enhance interest in the project, im- 
part a sense of participation, and invite 
important criticism. The members of 
the church should be asked to study 
the preliminary plans and, at a future 
date, asked to attend a meeting where 
the plans can be discussed and criti- 
cized. Of course, such plans should also 
be prominently displayed on all bulle- 


tin boards and could even be used as an 
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insert in the Sunday morning worship 
program when it is distributed. 
Speaking of bulletin boards, it may 
he well. depending upon local facilities, 
to have a large special bulletin board, 
located prominently, devoted to the ac- 
tivities surrounding the building pro- 
gram. On this board, at the appropriate 
time. could be placed drawings, plans, 
photos. correspondence, sketches, an- 
nouncements, assignments, instructions, 
items. A central location 
would thus be established to which all 


and other 


members could go to bring themselves 
up to date on building program activi- 
ties. 
Another 
which should definitely be used is a 


non-projected visual aid 


color sketch, or rendering, of the new 
building after preliminary plans have 
been established and accepted. Church 
members always like to see such ren- 
derings and look forward to them with 
eager anticipation. For many, who can- 
not visualize in their mind the appear- 
ance of the church from blueprints and 
drawings, the colored rendering is of 
distinct advantage. It must be remem- 
bered, however, that a sketch or ren- 
dering of the anticipated building 
should only appear after the plans have 
been firmly decided upon and when it 
is certain that no major changes will 
be made. The picture of the church as 


rendered becomes, to many, the church 
they will anticipate in the flesh. If the 
two vary considerably due to major 
unforseen changes, there may be in- 
numerable problems that arise as far 
as acceptance is concerned. A colored 
rendering establishes an image, and 
the image should not be distorted. 

Upon the presentation and accept- 
ance of a colored rendering of the new 
building and after completion of the 
working drawings by the architect, the 
building committee should have a scale 
model made as a visual aid to the con- 
gregation. Most building committees 
will look upon the cost of a scale model 
as an unwarranted item of expense. 
However, this is a matter of weighing 
values. A scale model will do more than 
any other visual aid in assisting the 
church membership to picture what 
their new building will be like. Prop- 
erly used, it can clear away much mis- 
understanding. It can be a very useful 
tool for gaining financial commitment 
to the building program. If a scale 
model brings about a better under: 
standing and commitment among mem- 
bers and thereby increases their antici- 
pated giving to the building fund, the 
cost of such a model is indeed, not an 
expense, but an investment. 

Cartoons and posters, when well ex: 
ecuted and properly displayed, make 
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excellent visual aids. Cartoons, particu- 
larly, can be used to focus attention on 
the difficult problems faced in a build- 
ing program and to sharpen the con 
gregation’s awareness that not all solu- 
tions are immediate and clear cut. If 
there is someone in a church’s congre- 
gation who has the ability to draw and 
to characterize situations through the 
technique of cartoons and posters, his 
talents should certainly be enlisted for 
the cause. The cartoon, it seems, would 
be particularly adaptable to depicting 
weighty decisions that must be made 
by showing the alternate possibilities 
and the potential results of each. 

The tape recorder could also be used 
effectively as an aid in bringing about 
understanding and commitment among 
members for their church building pro- 
gram. Building committee discussions 
on major decisions could be recorded 
and then played back for the congrega- 
tion. Well conceived building reports 
could be recorded in advance, properly 
edited by the committee, and then pre- 
sented at a meeting. Often, such a re- 
port. prepared in advance. would be 
better than one delivered extempora- 
neously, or from notes, in front of the 


audience. The tape recorder could also | 


be used during a congregational meet- 
ing on the building program and the 
discussion played back to the building 
committee for their more immediate 
and precise knowledge of suggestions 


and Also, 


the voice of the minister. or that of the 


criticisms from the floor. 
chairman of the building committee, 
could be brought to the membership 
via tape if these men were unavoidably 
absent or on vacation. 

The advantages of using such items 
as chalk boards. 
tear strips, and such techniques as 


flannel boards and 
drama and role-playing. should not be 
overlooked. Reports to a congregation 
can be made much more meaningful 
and understandable by the effective use 
of a chalk board or flannel board by 
the speaker. Drama, too, when facili- 
ties are available, can pointedly com- 
municate the problems, the  signifi- 
cance, the depth of the total building 
process. A short play, written by a 
talented member of the congregation, 
could always be considered and, if 
good. performed. Some congregations 
could greatly benefit from the perform- 
ance of a play such as The Zeal of Thy 
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House by Dorothy Sayers, which vivid- 
ly portrays the rivalries and the pride, 
together with the problems involved, in 
the building of the Canterbury Cathe- 
dral Church. Role playing can be an 
exciting and stimulating technique to 
present problems and decisions to the 
congregation and particularly to show 
the evolution of the solutions reached 
by the building committee.

audio-visual tools and techniques. In 
this particular area the degree of uti- 
lization leaves much to be desired. It is 
true that the quantity of prepared ma- 
terials for projection is rather lean, but 
this should not be an excuse for failure 
to prepare one’s own material and to 
make maximum use of available equip- 
ment. 

When a building fund campaign is 
first contemplated, that is the time for 
the committee to begin laying a foun- 
dation in the stewardship of money. 
The whole atmosphere of giving should

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Master Planning for Churches

ere is the congregation that never 
had to say to itself: “We wouldn’t 
be so cramped for space if only we had 
planned ahead.” 

This sorry doggerel may give the 
subject of “master planning” a dis- 
astrous setback but it is true. Churches 
everywhere are themselves 


finding 


cramped and crowded in trying to

carry out their necessary expansion 
plans. It is true because of the unprece- 
dented growth of our communities in 
the last decade and the expansion of 
church programs. 

Many congregations have had the 
unpleasant experience of building a 
new building and then discovering, in 
a few short years, that their expanding 
program demanded new facilities for 
which no space had been provided. 
What should be done in such a situa- 
tion? Forget about expansion? Start 
all over at a different location? It is 
an agonizing dilemma and no one can 
take real comfort from the fact that 
many other groups are in the same 
predicament. 

What makes this situation particu- 
larly frustrating is the realization that 
if things had been done differently at 
the beginning, such problems might 
have been avoided. This leads naturally 
to the subject of Master Planning. 

When a congregation embarks on a 
building program today it is both pru- 
dent and logical to devote the neces- 
sary time to a carefully studied master 
plan. Failure to do so in this era of 
rapid change and growth may lead to 
endless trouble in the future. 

The tools of Master Planning include 





the economic survey, population stud- 
ies, questionnaires and opinion studies, 
and actual physical planning. Naturally 
these do not all apply in every case. 
They are used as needed to help probe 
the elusive future. 

Master Planning in the church field 
poses some of the most difficult prob- 
lems while at the same time it offers 
some of the easiest solutions. A public 
school district, for example, knows that 
if population studies indicate a large 
future enrollment, they alone must 
cope with the problem. A church, faced 
with a similar problem, for a variety 
of reasons, elect to assist the formation 
of new congregations rather than per- 
petually expand their own. 

On the other hand, a public school 
has a clearly defined role in the com- 
munity while the nature and scope of 
the church program is now undergoing 
rapid change. 

Possibly the best means of explain- 
ing the Master Planning procedure is 
by studying a recent example. 

First Christian Church of Compton, 
California, is a well established congre- 
gation. While the church itself was old, 
with a limited capacity, the immediate 
problems were finding room for the

explicit arrangements), will be heavy- | 


handed and graceless. The task first 
must be the ability to see his role un- 
self-consciously. The role must be ab- 
sorbed into his experience so that he 
can grasp assignments with intuition 
and let his products be organic growths, 
not arty “expressions”. 





Of course, I am not asking for the- | 


ological or ecclesiastical illiteracy to be 
enthroned as a virtue; just the oppo- 
site! A church is a special kind of 
building with a special kind of func- 
tion; it is profitable for the architect 
to remember this. He is building for 
the church and not for a factory. a 
library board, or a woman’s club. He 
must build with all the technical com- 
petence he can bring plus what he can 
grasp of the special gifts with which 
each age endows a few. Here I would 
agree with Abbé Couturier: genius un- 
informed by dogma or piety is prefer- 
able to dogmatism or pietism mingled 
with professional incompetence. But 
why do the competent so often fail? 
We can learn some of the answers as 
we detail the task. 

The task of church architecture is to 
serve as a handmaiden to the Word of 
God as it is received in the worshipping 
and working community of believers. 
and in that task it must ally itself 
against enemies of that Word. The task. 
thus seen, does not transform architec- 
ture into the Word of God (explicit- 
ness is the death of art). But it also 
does not render architecture free of 
relation to the Word. It is ancillary to 
the Word, standing in its service, min- 
istering to its positive and negative 
needs and goals. 

Such a task can be seen in many 
dimensions. 

First, church architecture is servant 
of the Word in the most obvious and 
useful sense. It helps provide a roof 
over the head of the worshipping and 
working community. It provides walls 
to keep out the storm and windows and 
lights for light hours and dark; it helps 
warm (or cool, in the more fashionable 
climes!) the worshippers and workers. 
is often 
overlooked in the higher echelons of

theological and architectural discus- 
sion. Would it not solve most of our 
problems were this primitive concep-

tion kept before us? 


When this conception is remem- 
bered, most of our past disasters can 
be appraised in a new light. The Word 
of God calls people temporarily away 
from their march in the world to equip 
them to return to it, helping them anew 
to keep their eye on the City which has 
foundations. whose builder and maker 
is God. It does not call them to forget 
the world permanently, to find false 
securities in their own achievements. 
In other words, it does not call them to 
build castles or art galleries or lounges. 
It calls them away from the world only 
long enough to equip them to return to 
it in new and fresh abandon. to help 
them plunge with new intensity, new 


agony and delight, into its affairs. 
Canon Alec Vidler has somewhere 


spoken of “holy worldliness” as an as- 
pect of Christian living today. This 
speaks well concerning what it is that 
church architecture should produce: 
holiness to sanctify the common life in 
the world and worldliness to witness to 
the fact that the Word is addressed to 
that life. Yes, the task of 
church architecture, most simply stated, 


common 
is “to build a roof over the head . . .” 

While it is not likely that we shall 
have the genius to exhaust this most 
primitive conception, we must move on 
from it. for more can be said about the 
task. Second, it must envision and pro- 
duce buildings that will stand in or- 
ganic relation to the Word that gathers 
people. Architecture must not outshout 
the Word or muffle it; it must not deny 
the Word’s nature; it must carry in 
shadowy form and broad outline “the 
shape” of the Word itself. This implies 
an honesty, a modesty, a beauty, and a 
truth that are hard to prescribe but 
easy to see missing in any buildings 
that are veneered. glossed, esthetic, or 
ostentatious. The expressions of truth 
and beauty form the grand core of 
most discussion of our subject, how- 
ever, and I choose to move on from it 
to more original subject-matter. 

When church architecture conceives 
its task as serving as handmaiden to 
the Word it must reflect and enlarge 
the church’s task in its own day. And 
it must, as was noted, ally itself with 
the Word against the enemies of the 
Christian community including the self- 
chosen and coddled enemies. Church

The modernist did this 
in making of Jesus the mystical poet of 
the Galileean hills and of the church 
only a fellowship of like-minded re- 
memberers of his mystic beauty. The 
fundamentalist did this when he al- 
lowed neither the Lord nor the book to 
be really human, when he chose the 
Sallmann Christ to epitomize the age’s 
conception of the Man of Sorrows. The 
neo-orthodox did it in the name of de- 
historizing, de-mythologizing, abstrac- 
tion from history to heighten the exis- 
tential and naked and alone “moment

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sion as we saw it in the 1920s and in 
some of the 1950s? I think it is because 
docetism fits in well with the American 
scheme of things; we want to be reli- 
gious but without seeing the implica- 
tions of faith at the center of life. We 
are interested in God when our wisdom 
and strength give out but we resent see- 
ing him at the decisive centers of life, 
where political, racial, emotional, eco- 
nomic choices are made. The architect 
caters to the heresy whenever he caters 
to a sort of “subjective religiosity” and 
the piety which separates man from the 


question of God’s will in the middle of 


the world. This is done in all building 
where decoration and embellishment 
are seen superficially, where prettiness 
and estheticism are the goals, when 
escape to the past provides false secur- 
ity, when materials of this world are 
glossed over and evaded. 

In speaking of the concreteness of 
God’s revelation and the earthiness and 
commonness of response, the Christian 
community does not imply that glass 


and stone, line and light and space are | 


God—that would be a new idolatry. 
But they are the masks of God, serving 
the Word through which He speaks. 


Surely in temples made with hands 
God the most high is not dwelling .. . 
the church sings, echoing a Dane who 
knew that God also did dwell in tem- 
ples and did occupy holy ground in the 
middle of the path of his servant. 
Churches are not built to 
God’s Absence but his (real or spirit- 

ual) Presence.

This hasty glance at a technical point 
ought to set the stage now for the archi- 
tectural meeting: the architect caters 
to idolatry when he

ideals and cheap catering to superficial 
emotional response or mere functional- 
ism. He caters to false spirituality when 


he builds “ 


tures through escape into history, es- 


holy holiness” into his struc- 


theticism, decoration. 

What does this mean positively for 
his work and for his medium as a hand- 
maiden to the Word? It cannot help 
but involve him in a warm understand- 
ing of his materials. What a delight to 
see rock and stone, rough brick, raw 
concrete, unfinished wood and natural 
glass in the “Notkirchen,” the emer- 
gency-churches of post-war Germany. 
Much more worldly are they, for they 
recall the charring and bombing, the 
tears, sweat, and blood of a generation's 
experience. How much more holy are 
they than the suburban-salon expres 
sion of so much American veneer! 
Holy worldliness in building, this is the 


goal. 
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It means that the architect knows he 
is dealing with symbols when he works 
not only in decoration in intricacy but 
in his fundamental grasp of space and 
light. Even more, he places us back 
into history by creative rearrangement 
of building elements. P. T. Forsyth has 
quoted the irreverent but perceptive 
critic who called Gothic architecture 
the invention of the devil, to prevent 
people from hearing the Gospel. So, we 
might speculate, are stereotyped floor 
plans that do not allow for interaction, 
openness, encounter. I must confess 
that, just as composers can sit in silence 
and enjoy reading musical scores, I can 
learn theology and receive delight from 
“reading” the hundreds of vital floor 
plans of post-war European churches as 
we find them in the numerous new 
books on the subject. There is little 
interest in “mystic” soaring and de- 
humanizing constriction. All is open 
and clear and dynamic. 

Some may say that church architec- 
ture of this earthy and worldly holiness 
will not have the immediate appeal that 
our glossy “modern” churches now 
possess. They are right. Most people 
prefer escape to involvement on first 
encounter. But, given the chance, they 
can listen again to the Word as it calls 
them, not out of the world to irrespon- 
sible security but, into the world in 
carefree reliance on the promise of 
God and in carefree acceptance of his 
task in the world. They can see, if 
architects give them something to look 
at, something that bears an integral 
relation to the nature of the living, the 
raw-edged and _ ultimately healing 
Word. And the world that now finds 
the churches irrelevant will not so 
easily pass them by again. 

If they are “worldly” but not holy, 
churches cannot satisfy the needs of 
the worshipping community; if they 
are “holy” but not worldly they can- 
not help call them to their higher tasks 
in the lower reaches of the world’s 
needs. In a generation that seeks escape 
into religiosity, church architecture is 
handmaiden to the Word when it calls 
a generation to activity in the world. 
In short, architects can teach us the 
use of the earth, the defects of esthet- 
icism, and a sense of stewardship and 
proportion. They, too, must listen to 
the Word and read the newspapers.

Thus the parish may be upgraded in 
its educational work. The promise of 
effectiveness brings enthusiasm; a clear 
and shared purpose makes for confi- 
dence; anticipation of meaningful de- 
velopment and change heightens mo- 
rale; and a new sense of the unity of 
the church in discipleship deepens the 
fellowship.

tion? There are two clues. First, the 
family can be a channel of participa- 
tion in the life and the church itself. 
The family can share, as a family, in 
the worship, witness, mission, and min- 
istry of the church. Its life can reflect, 
richly and deeply, the concerns of the 
people of Christ in their attempt to live 
in the light of the gospel and to com- 
municate that message to the world. 
Such a family can be the church, in a 
meaningful sense. 

The second clue is for the family to 
be itself. We cannot back into a past 
age. The family cannot become some- 
thing that would be only artificial. But 
as the family lives together in terms of 
today’s demands and needs, there can 
be an attempt to maintain a depth of 
shared experience that could easily be 
missed. Family members still need to 
talk with one another about things that 
matter to them; they still need to laugh, 
play, and enjoy life together; they still 
need the warmth of love and affection; 
they still need to worship, pray, and 
study together; they still need a sense 
of their Christian vocation as family 
members and as a whole family. 

Perhaps the heart of the matter is 
not so much what the family can do as 
what the family can be. Within itself, 
the family may nurture the Christian 
life of its members by being itself and 
by being the church at the same time. 
Judiciously cooperating with the agen- 
cies of the church and the community, 
the family may enrich and enliven its 
life as a channel of participation. 

What does it take to be a Christian 
family? Here the witness of the Bible 
is sometimes overlooked, and for its 
realism is substituted an impossible 
idealism. The Bible makes it clear that 
a family may be Christian when there 
is one of its members who is living a 
responsible Christian life. The life and 
influence of the one may act to change 
the whole. The family is an organism. 
This does not mean, however, that it 
must be of one piece in order to live 
and move. It means that every part will 
inflence every other part, and that ev- 
ery part will influence the whole. This 
is the realism of the Christian family. 
It may not be “one great big happy 
family” at all. Rather, the Christian 
family may be incomplete, struggling,

experiencing frustration, and far from 
the goal. Yet there is a commitment 
and a discipleship present that means 
that in some sense the acknowledgement 
of the Lordship of Jesus Christ is a fac.

The upgrading of the family as a 
channel of participation in Christian 
education thus requires that it be truly 
itself and of the church at the same 
time, that it seek ways of being Chris- 
tian that are not artificial in the light 
of the changing social scene, and that 
realism be substituted for idealism in 
setting the criteria by which it may be 
seen to be Christian. With this, the 
ground work is firmly laid for creative 
and imaginative development of its 
way of life, and for cooperation with 
the church and the community in Chris- 
tian education. 


Upgrading Our Volunteer Leadership 

Volunteer leadership is more than an 
unwelcome necessity in the Christian 
The 


church is a great fellowship of persons 


education work of the church. 
who acknowledge Jesus Christ as Lord, 
and who are thus committed to carry- 
ing on his ministry and mission. The 
sharing of Christ’s ministry is the re- 
sponsibility of every member of the 
laity as well as the clergy. In our day, 
one of the practical forms that this takes 
is the assumption of responsibility by 
vast numbers of laymen (men and 
women) as volunteer teachers and ad- 
ministrators in the Christian education 
enterprise. 

There are many jobs that need to be 
done

with professional leaders. Yet in most 


see, be shared more and more 
places the burden will continue to fall 
upon the shoulders of the laity, as it 
rightly should. 

In this situation every effort should 
be made to upgrade the work of these 
volunteers and the work of those whe 
support them. There is no excuse in the 
educational work of the people of God 
for low morale, slipshod methods, in- 
adequate equipment and supplies, oF 
the depletion of the leadership ranks 
due to lack of purpose and support.

Recruitment may be upgraded. This 
ought to be approached from two an- 
ges: the improvement of job descrip- 
tions on the one hand, and the im- 
provement of placement on the other. 
No one should be approached about a 
job that does not have a clear purpose 
and function in the whole educational 
scheme of the church. When he is ap- 
proached, that purpose and function 
should be carefully opened up and ex- 
plained to him, so that he may see ex- 
actly what is expected of him. The job 
should not be down-graded in his eyes 
by making it seem easy and unde- 
manding. Neither should difficult as- 
pects of the job be withheld from him. 
Ifhe is going to have to put in a period 
of training, spend hours in preparation, 
and share in meetings for planning and 
evaluation, in connection with his work, 
this should be made clear at the be- 
ginning. 

At the same time, before anyone is 
approached, there should be a good 
idea that he is the person for the job, 
and an analysis of why he is the right 
person. This should be explained to 


him, so that the challenge to service | 


may be complete. 

Recruitment should also be put on a 
comprehensive basis, rooted in the dis- 
covery of one’s vocation as a church 


member. What are my gifts? To what | 


am I called? Where may I work out 
that vocation through service? There 
are opportunities for service in the 
church, and there are opportunities for 


service on behalf of the church in the | 


world. The challenge should be com- 
prehensive of all of these. Within this 
context, the challenge to Christian edu- 
cation leadership ought to be made 
clear, pointed, and relevant. So moti- 
vated and challenged, the laity is not 
likely to shirk its educational task. 

Training may be upgraded. Training 
should be the continuous accompani- 
ment of education service. Pre-service 
training, in which one is oriented to the 
basic disciplines and duties of the task, 
should be adequate in length and depth. 
In-service training should serve to keep 
the leader on his toes, helping him to 
prepare for, carry through, and evalu- 
ate every phase of his work. 

Numbers of exciting training possi- 
bilities are available at the present time, 
but they need to be known and used

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more widely. Apprentice teaching, 
coaching conferences, personal supervi- 
sion through observation and confer- 
ence, community leadership schools, 
and summer schools offer great help. 
There is no reason why such ideas as 
the “lay training centers” in Canada 
should not spread to the United States, 
so that a more sustained and meaning- 
ful training in skills might be combined 
with a penetrating search for one’s 
Christian vocation in the devotional at- 
mosphere of the retreat.

Christian educators the building, fa- | 


cilities, supplies, and equipment that 
are necessary for their work. Inade- 
quate conditions persist in the face of 
high architectural standards, the avail- 
ability of good furniture, the easy ac- 
cess to audio-visual and other modern 
equipment, and the high quality of 
curriculum materials. There is no ex- 
cuse for this, and every effort should 
be made by the denominations, church 
councils, and local parish officers to 
narrow the gap as quickly as possible. 

The sense of fellowship may be up- 
graded. The teacher or leader is not 
alone with his class or group. The su- 
perintendent need not be a solitary 
figure. The comradeship that binds 
Christian educators together is a great 
fellowship of Christian teaching. One 
senses this in many gatherings on the 
state and national levels, as well as on 
the denominational level. Yet there are 
many who never share in this feeling. 
The fellowship must be extended to 
them and to all who share in the task. 


Upgrading Through Professional 
Leadership 


In the 


teaching, leading, planning, manage- 


list of tasks to be done— 


ment, and supervision—it is clear that 


full-time and part-time professional 
leadership may be desirable in many 
parishes. It goes without saying that 
professional leadership is required in 
denominational and interdenomination- 
al leadership. 

The teaching task itself, as Wesner 
Fallaw has suggested in his new book, 


Church for 


(Westminster Press, 1960), may very 
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well become a major concern of the 
clergy. By their theological training, 
the clergy are better equipped for this 
task than are most laymen. Challenged | 
to make this a major aspect of their 
service, clergymen might find great | 
satisfaction in spending more of their | 
time during the week in the classroom 
with children, youth, and adults. 

The other points at which profession- | 
al service might be further developed | 
than at the present are those of infor- | 


mal group leadership (requiring the 
skills of group dynamics and group 
work), management (where laymen | 
would have opportunity for service par- 
ticularly in large and highly organized 
churches), and in supervision.

akin to that of the board, committee, 
or commission on Christian education, 
providing the bridge between planning 
and operations. Professionally, this is 
the role of the director of Christian 
education or the minister of education. 
Even though a_ conscientious 
trained volunteer can do a good job of 
supervision as a superintendent (gen- 
eral, divisional, or departmental), there 
is a real place for the professionally 
trained and full-time director or minis- 
ter of education. The consistency that 
such a person can bring to the work, 
the scope of his concern, and the time 
that he has to devote to it argue for the 
increase of such persons and positions 
in the church. 

In many cases a local parish is suffi- 
ciently developed to warrant the serv- 
ices of a professional director or minis- 
he

a larger parish, or a region. In any 
case his task is that of careful assistance 
of volunteers and other professional 
workers through planning, visitation, 
training, conference, consultation, co- 
ordination, and evaluation. 

These are merely a few of the more 
central and obvious ways in which we 
may upgrade Christian education to- 
day: upgrading our philosophy, up- 
grading our channels of participation, 
upgrading volunteer leadership, and 
upgrading through professional leader- 
ship. The present situation is encourag- 
ing in most ways, and will be even more 
so as local parishes seek their own need 
for upgrading and find ways of doing 
so for themselves. THE END

As the campaign gets underway, 
audio-visual techniques can be used 
to assist understanding and stimulate 
interest. At an early general meeting 
the following could be effectively pro- 





jected with an opaque projector: the | 


financial goals, participation instruc- 
tions, the chart showing the organiza- 
tion of soliciting teams, the pledge 
card, amounts expected from various 
sources, and how it is planned that the 
money will be spent. From time to 
time, at special meetings, the results 
of the campaign can be projected by 
charts and graphs and progress visually 
measured. 

Projection techniques can also be 
used to train the workers in the cam- 
paign showing them point by point 
what they must do to insure the success 
of their jobs. Particularly effective is 
the timely use of a flip chart which the 
workers can carry directly into the 
homes of the families they solicit to 
help the family visualize the total need 
and the program designed to meet it. 


Conclusion 


Successful church building requires 
the effective application of our time, 
our abilities, and our money. To do 
this we must have an adequate under- 
standing of what the program involves. 
To increase this comprehension is our 
goal, and we may be greatly assisted in 
this by the frequent use of audio-visual 
materials and the intelligent applica- 
tion of audio-visual techniques. It is

rapidly expanding Bible School and 
solving the parking problem. 

Enough land was available for both 
these needs, but the congregation fel 
a not unnatural concern for the future, 
After the Bible School building and 
parking lot were provided would other 
needs arise that couldn’t be met? If a 
new and larger church had to be built 
would there be enough space left? 

With these questions in mind the 
congregation elected to have a Master 
Plan prepared for the ultimate develop. 
ment of the site before embarking on 











any building program. 





A large Master Plan committee was 
selected to work with the architect. It 






was necessary that this committee be sé 
large enough to accurately reflect the ” 
opinions of the membership. 

Step number one was a survey of the Rl 
needs, hopes and aspirations of the B \.., 





congregation. A questionnaire was pre- 
pared by the architect touching on all 
phases of church activity, membership, 
and growth. The results were compiled 








and presented to the committee. 

As might be expected, there was a 
tremendous variety in the responses 
concerning size and the nature of the 
facilities that would be required. In a 







series of meetings the committee had 






to weigh and evaluate conflicting points 
of view in order to arrive at a mutually 
agreeable program for the future. In 
these meetings the architect acted as a 








professional and technical consultant, 
advising and counseling, but not con- 
trolling, the evolution of the program. 








The development of a program in 
this fashion is of the greatest im 
portance.

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some minor requirements could be 
combined or eliminated. Further stud- 
ies followed, but it eventually became 
clear that either additional property 
would be required or some relief from 
the city zoning requirements would 
have to be sought. 

Such relief was finally obtained, 
based on the obvious intention of the 
church to respect existing conditions in 
the neighborhood. With this approval, 
a final study was prepared, a large 
color picture of the future development 
prepared, and the fund-raising drive 
for the first unit launched. 

As described here the process sounds 
short and simple. Actually, it fails to 
indicate the time and effort expended 
by the committee and the endless plan- 
ning studies prepared by the architect. 

Faced with a restricted site, an exist- 
ing building, and a large program, 
planning had of necessity to be very 
painstaking and detailed. No leeway 
was possible. If and when a new church 
was built where would the congrega- 
tion meet? The social hall had to be 
scheduled first so that it could be used 
for church services at such a time. How 
could the Bible School building be 
constructed when the old church domi- 
nates the site? It had to be scheduled 
in two phases, the first phase to take 
care of personal needs, a second phase 
to be built later when the old building 
might be replaced. 

These and many other questions had 
to be painstakingly studied. When they 
Master 
Plan was completed, the congregation 


were all answered. when the 


had the satisfaction of knowing that 
while the future is not known to any- 
one, at least they had done all that 
could be done to insure the continued 
strength of their church. 

One word of caution should be 
voiced about Master Planning. It is a 
rational approach to the problem of 
future change and growth but it is no 
magic device for seeing all that lies 
ahead. For this reason, all such plan- 
ning must be flexible in order to meet 
needs that may arise. 

Nevertheless, it is immensely safer 
to face the future with a sound plan 
of action rather than to drift along with 
no plan at all. Master Planning is in one 
sense insurance, a kind of insurance 
it is well for everyone to have.

6 ew systematic care and sympa- 
thetic treatment of the chancel and 
its appointments is the primary goal 
of this slim paperback volume. It brings 
into focus the problems and needs re- 
lating to this particular aspect of the 
service in the church. As a basic vol- 
ume and as an introductory statement 
it can safely be given to regular and 
prospective members of the chancel 
committee. 

The book illustrates the many aspects 
of the chancel service. The chapter 
headings will illustrate this: The What 
and the Why of the Chancel; The 
Ecclesiastical Colors, Calendar and 
Symbols; The Care of Linens, Para- 
ments and Flags; The Care of Vest- 
ments; The Care cf Brass, Silver and 
Wood; Flowers, Candles; Storage and 
Work Space; Duties Before and After 
Services. In addition to this basic treat- 
ment of subject matter, there are two 
chapters given to Worship Centers and 
The Organization and Training of the 
Chancel Committee. 

The treatment of all of the above 
mentioned subjects will serve to bring 
order out of the many local diverse 
habits that have developed in our 
churches over the years. As a guide, 
this volume accomplishes a fine task 
in once more pointing out the impor- 
tance of the area of the chancel. 

It is a small book, to be sure, yet 
many a busy minister will be happy to 
have it, simply for the fact that he 
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can safely put it in his member’s hands 
and let them use it as a point of depar- 
ture.

ie review of any book may at 
times say as much about the re- 
viewer as about the book. Let’s say 
this of the reviewer: he is neither an 
architect nor an architectural critic. He 
isa pastor with a reasonable concern 
for a theology of the parish ministry. 
As a Lutheran he has a concern for 
the liturgical heritage of the church’s 
worship. Once in the past, and now 
again, he has had to shepherd a flock 
through the hazards of a church build- 
ing program. For this, he has found 
himself rather uninformed. Past read- 
ing and training never sharpened him 
for a critical approach, biblical or 
otherwise, to matters of church build- 
ing. At least to this there 
has been a scarcity of books and maga-

zine articles with enough scope and 
depth to draw into balance theology, 
worship, and architecture.

the problem, aware of the vacuum 
formed through an uncritical approach 
in the past.
